the m urder of his father, George 
Ealy. 
The grand jury had been called 
and went into session this m orn­ 
ing. After considering the w rit­ 
ten confession signed uy 
Ealv 
which 
officers 
had 
secured 
Christm as 
Day, 
and 
hearing 
Vernie Plummer, the only w it­ 
ness called before tha t 
body, 
they returned a grand jury in­ 
dictm ent charging the Carthage 
youth with first degree muider. 
The jury was in session only 
a 
half hour and adjourned without 
mak ing any other investigations. 
Ealy was brought before Judge 
Spark s immediately after 
the 
jury returned its indictment. O n­ 
ly a few persons k new tha t the 
youth was to be sentenced. Court 
was held in the anti-room 
as 
he court room was being used 
by a w om an’s organization for a 
lecture. 
Judge Spark s read the affida­ 
vit to Ealy and ask ed him 
for 
his plea. The youth displayed no 
emotion beyond wetting his lips 
to utter the one word, 
guilty,” 
in a lowr voice. In a few 
short 
sentences, Judge Spark s 
sent­ 
enced the youth to life im pris­ 
onment. Tne young m an 
was 
then tak e back to the 
county 
jail. 
W hen brought into court. Ealy 
was handcuffed to sheriff Coons 
and two deputies 
accompanied 
the sheriff and his prisoner 
on 
the trip between the jail 
and 
the court house. A few employees 
of the court house and 
some 
who chanced to be in the court 
room at the time, were the only 
witnesses a t the arraignm ent. 
Ealy, in his confession, stated 
tha t he had k illed his father be­ 
cause he abused 
the 
youth's 
mother. This statem ent was d e ­ 
nied by Mrs. Ealy, according 
to 
officers who talk ed with her. She 
is said to have told those work ­ 
ing on the case tha t her 
hus­ 
band was provident, tha t 
he 
gave her all tha t he could in the 
way of clothing, care, attention 
and shelter. Her illness from tu­ 
berculosis, she said, had caused 
her at times to become blue and 
to cry, but tha t it was 
through 
no cruelty of her husband that 
these morose attack s came. 
It was the theory of both of­ 
ficers and citizens of the 
C ar­ 
thage neighborhood, tha t 
Ealy 
had not told all in connection 
with the crime. It was the belief 
tha t there was another motive 
for the tragedy other than mo- 
her love. Officers wrere to ques­ 
tion the youth this afternoon in 
an effort to get further particu­ 
lars from him. 
The members of the boy’s fam ­ 
ily will have an opportunity 
to 
ivsit with him before he is tak en 
to Michigan City where he will 
start serving his life 
sentence.

Farm land v alues o n M arch 1, 
19 28, says the bureau, 
bro ught 
the natio nal av erage v alue to the 
lev el th a t prev ailed in the year 
19 17. This is 17 po ints abo v e the 
19 12-14 lev el taken as tile 
pre­ 
war av erage, and 20 po ints h igh­ 
er th an the v alue in 19 12, 
the 
earliest year fo r which data are 
av ailable. Recko ned as a 
per­ 
centage o f its 19 20 peak, the na ­ 
tio nal av erage o n M arch 1, 19 28, 
had co me clo wn abo ut a third. 
Discussing the farm -m o rtgage 
credit situatio n, tnc bureau de- 
ciares th a t -first-m o rtgage m o ­ 
ney is generally in go o d supply. 
Interest rates generally 
hav e 
co ntinued to be fav o rable. Terms 
o ffered by o wners to mo v e farm s 
in the present m arket are 
fre­ 
quently unusually fav o rable 
to 
buyers. Ho wev er, 
the 
easiest 
term s usally go with the po o rer 
lands.” 
The general tendency o f farm

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OUR FASTEST TRAINS 
While America is regarded as a speedy na­ 
tion, there are many foreign countries that have 
(railroads which surpass records maintained by 
the fast trains in this country. 
Charlie Hogan, piloting 
the 
famous “Old 
999,” had the fastest thing on wheels at 
one 
time when he did 112 miles an hour between 
Syracuse and Buffalo, with a train of four cars. 
That was years ago. Today the fastest train in 
America averages 53.6 miles an hour, which in­ 
cludes time out for stops. 
The Orleans road in France has been elec­ 
trified south of Paris towards the Spanish fron­ 
tier and a flier on this line clips over the rails at 
a speed of 100 miles an hour, thus giving Ameri­ 
ca something new to shoot at. 
When the new 
flier is finally adjusted to its run. the owners 
expect it to reach an average speed of 78 miles 
an hour. 
On the other side of the Atlantic the fastest 
train is the London to Swindon Express, on the 
Great Western Company's railroad in England. 
It averages 61.8 miles an hour, and in order to 
k eep up that speed the engineer must touch 
ninety miles per hour during certain parts of 
the run. 
The fastest train in France is the Cologne 
Express, on the Nord railroad, which hits it off 
between Paris and St. Quentin at an even 60 
miles an hour. 
The run of 153 k ilometres 
is 
covered in 1 hour and 32 minutes. 
The fastest electric train in the world 
is 
undoubtedly the Sud Express on the roadway 
between Bordeaux and Dax, where, on a flat 
strip of sand and pines, travelers toward Madrid 
are hurled along at 60.02 miles an hour. 
The Sud Express is the fastest train in Spain 
—as well as being the fastest electric train in 
France. 
There are 53 other de luxe trains in France 
which cover their runs at average speeds from 
55 to 60 miles an hour. Most of them are on the 
Nord and Midi systems, with several of them on 
the State, the Est and the Orleans. 
Charlie Hogan's time with old 999 was about 
ten miles an hour faster than the speediest run 
ever recorded in England. 
The British record 
was 102.3 miles an hour on a downhill portion of 
the Great Western Express run from Plymouth 
to London, on May 9, 1904.

“The proposed monument will inculcate in 
the minds of our people civic virtue and peace­ 
able service. 
“In America and Europe monuments have 
been erected to the ‘Unk nown Soldier.’ But the 
Philippines is a subject country not inclined to 
war. and we can best honor public sacrifice by 
honoring the humble citizen.” 
Lest the humble citizen 
in 
question 
be 
brought too rudely face to face with the fact 
that he must pay for his own monument, Soli- 
ven’s scheme calls for erection of thq monument 
from money appropriated from unexpended in­ 
sular government funds.

Superintendents of penal insti- 
tutions, governing boards, and 
Governor-elect Harry G. Leslie 
are planning changes which may 
be necessary in the state's sys- 
tem of turning cut prison made 
products, to confrom to the 
Hawes bill, now pending in the 
congress. 


The Hawes bill would prohibit 


the interstate shipment of pro- 
ducts made in penal institutions, 
unless they are so labeled. The 
result is to restrict the market 
for Indiana products to penal in- 
stituions to other staes, or the 
United States government, as 
provided in the bill. Few con- 
cerns will accept prison made 
products when they bear that 
label. 


The changes in the state's use 


system will involve increasing 
the variety of products, and 
adapting the output to the needs 
of Indiana units of government. 


Possible new 
legislation in 


connection with such changes is 
being discussed with a view to 
having a program ready for the 
next session* of the legislature.

The detailed confession of 


Everett Ealy, Senior in the 
Carthage high school, was 
made public today. Ealy was 
indicted this morning on a 
first degree murder charge 
by a grand jury which used 
the confession as their bas- 
is for the indictment.. He 
was later arraigned 
and 


given a life sentence 
by 


Judge Sparks. The confession 
of the colored lad is as fol- 
lows: 


My name is Everett Ealy. 


I was born at Indianapolis, 
Ind., December 2, 1909. 1 
moved with my parents to 
Newcastle, Ind., from Indi- 
ananpolis, then moved back 
to Newcastle and from New- 
castle to Ripley 
township, 


Rush County, near Carthage. 
I have lived near Carthage 
where I now reside since 1 
was nine years old. I attend- 
ed the Booker T. Washing- 
ton school at Carthage for 
five years and Carthage high 
school for four years and 
am now in my twelfth year 
at Carthage high school. 


My father's name is George 


Ealy. His occupation - was 


that of farming and truck 
driver. He held a 
contract 


with the Kingan 
Packing 


company of Indianapolis for 
furnishing wood to smoke 
meat. I worked for my fath- 
er on the farm cutting wood 
and driving a truck in haul- 
ing wood to 'Indianapolis. 


About one year ago my 


father threatened to whip 
me because I borrowed mon- 
ey from John Page to get an 
automobile tire repaired and 
spent the money for other 
purposes. I left home and 
went to Chicago. I was in 
Chicago a week-when my 
father came after me. He 
took me home but did not 
punish me. I stole a pocket 
book from Miss Foe, algebra 
teacher, at Carthage, about 
three years ago. I also stole 
a flash light from my uncle, 
Chick Newsom, about four 
years ago. My father 
gave 


me a whipping for it and 
returned the flashlight to 
my uncle. 
I 


About a month 
ago I 


planned to kill my -father 
with a shotgun and 
then 


kill myself with 
sulphuric 


acid which I had taken from 
the Carthage high school 
laboratory. I hid the acid in 
the barn behind a board. 
My father would fuss at my 
mother until she would cry. 
He would do this about three 
,times a week. He told mtoher 
she laid around the house 
and did not do anything. My 
mother has tuberculosis and 
did all the work she was 
able to do. 


I told Robert Williams, a 


boy from Indianapolis who 
worked for father at that 
time of this plan. My moth- 
er would sometimes say that 
she wished my father-would 
go away and stay some place, 
just so he was safe. I told 
mother if father was away 
that she and I could run 
the farm. She suggested to 
father that he go to Okla- 
homa with his father. 


He fussed at mother all 


through the summer. I said 
to father: "Papa, don't fuss 
at mama that way. She is 
weak and has had

I told him 
this several times when he

fluenza and pneumonia in 78 ci- 
ties reported to the bureau has 
increased as follows:

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OUR FASTEST TRAINS 


While America is regarded as a speedy na- 


tion, there are many foreign countries that have 
railroads which surpass records maintained by 
the fast trains in this country. 


Charlie Hogan, piloting the 
famous "Old 


999," had the fastest thing on wheels at one 
time when he did 112 miles an hour between 
Syracuse and Buffalo, with a train of four cars. 
That was years ago. Today the fastest train in 
America averages 53.6 miles an hour, which in- 
cludes time out for stops. 


The Orleans road in France has been elec- 


trified south of Paris towards the Spanish fron- 
tier and a flier on this line clips over the rails at 
a speed of 100 miles an hour, thus giving Ameri- 
ca something new to shoot at. When the new 
flier is finally adjusted to its run, the owners 
expect it to reach an average speed of 78 miles 
an hour. 


On the other side of the Atlantic the fastest 


train is the London to Swindon Express, on the 
Great Western Company's railroad in England. 
It averages 61.8 miles an hour, and in order to 
keep up that speed the engineer must touch 
ninety miles per hour during certain parts of 
the run. 


The fastest train in France is the Cologne 


Express, on the Nord railroad, which hits it off 
between Paris and St. Quentin at an even 60 
miles an hour. The run of 153 kilometres 
is 


covered in 1 hour and 32 minutes. 


The fastest electric train in the world is 


undoubtedly the Sud Express on the roadway 
between Bordeaux and Dax, where, on a flat 
strip of sand and pines, travelers toward Madrid 
are hurled along at 60.02 miles an hour. 


The Sud Express is the fastest train in Spain 


—as well as being the fastest electric train in 
France. 


There are 53 other de luxe trains in France 


which cover their runs at average speeds from 
55 to 60 miles an hour. Most of them are on the 
Nord and Midi systems, with several of them on 
the State, the Est and the Orleans. 


Charlie Hogan's time with old 999 was about 


ten miles an hour faster than the speediest run 
ever recorded in England. The British record 
was 102.3 miles an hour on a downhill portion of 
the Great Western Express run from Plymouth 
to London, on May 9, 1904.
